TEST YOUR JUDGMENT

The courtroom was filled, as the trial of Ted Franklin for the murder of 
pretty, blonde Amy Tate drew toward its close. The jury had been out for 
over fourteen hours, and there was wide speculation as to their probable 
verdict. The facts, as brought out during the trial, were as follows: 

Franklin had been engaged to- Miss Tate for almost a year. They planned 
to marry as soon as he was financially able. Franklin was out with her on the 
night she was murdered. They had left her house a little after eight, after he 
had waited almost a half an hour for her to get ready. Her parents testified 
that their daughter had seemed unhappy for several days preceding her death, 
■ rid they sensed that she and Franklin had been quarreling. They remembered thst the couple had 
teemed cool and distant on that evening, and they had hoped that the trouble was not serious. 

Franklin testified that he and Miss Tate went to a movie, and after wards had gone to a local tavern 
for about an hour. Later, about 11:30, she had expressed a wish to talk in private, and they had driven 
to a favorite spot— a small clearing overlooking Lake Kenyon. They had gone there tegardless of the 
fact that it had rained for three days previously, and the road leading to the lake was soft and muddy. 
As they were sitting in the car, according to Franklin, he heard somebody moving about outside, and 
had gotten out to investigate. He said he had just time to see a large, hulking man, before he was struck 
over the head and knocked unconscious. He said that he came to at about 1:00 a.m., a little over an 
hour later, and found his fiancee slumped in the front seat, beaten to death. His wallet was .missing, and 
her pocketbook had been rifled. Also, he said that she had lost some jewelry, including a diamond 
engagement ring. When questioned about their quarrel, Franklin said that it was not serious. It had 
caused them both to be unhappy, however, and he said that be was glad they were going to discuss it. 
According to Franklin, their quarrel had been settled before her death. 

The police admitted that there had been several cases of hold-up men approaching parked ca*s. 
No man fitting Franklin's description had been found, however, and in no case had a hold-up man 
committed murder. A patrolman testified that he had driven around the lake about midnight, and had 
cleared out all the cars he had seen. He had been forced to cut his trip short, because of the difficulty in 
driving through the muddy roads. He » had not seen Franklin's car, and Franklin did not report seeing 
a police car, - ' 

A doctor, who had examined Franklin after discovering that Miss Tate was dead, said that he had 
been struck a severe blow on the head, and that the blow was suffiAent~to have produced unconsciousness. 
When asked if the blow could have been self-inflicted, the doctor said that it was possible. He further 
testified that Miss Tate bad been killed by several blows on and about the head. He believed that 
Franklin and Miss Tate had been attacked with the same weapon, 

Franklin's story was partially backed up by the movie cashier, an old friend of his, who remembered 
selling him the tickets between 8:00 and 8:30. She remembered the time, as the picture had just started, 
and Franklin had been annoyed at Miss Tate for making them late. The bartender of the tavern did not 
remember them, but admitted that it had been a busy night. 

All during the trial, Franklin stuck to the same story that he had told the first time. The man 
described by Franklin was never found, and no witnesses were able to either prove or disprove Franklin's 
version of his fiancee's death. However, one further piece of evidence was introduced, which greatly 
influenced the jury's decision. On the basis of the facts presented above, can you guess the nature of 
this evidence? Do you think this evidence **" * fluemial in having Tod Franklin declared—

In view of the soft grounds, as proved by Franklin's testimony and the patrolman's story, a detective 
went over the ground where Franklin had parked his car. His tire marks were clearly seen, as well as bis 
footprints, but there were no other prints. Such a heavy man as Franklin had described would undoubt- 
edly have left footprints. In addition to this evidence, the jury felt it was significant that the hold-up 
men had never resorted to violence before, and there was no apparent reason for violence on this 
occasion. Also, Franklin had admitted quarreling with his fiancee, and several witnesses had testified 
as to hi; quick temper. 

The jury believed that he had struck ber during a quarrel, had accidentally killed her, and had 
invented his story as 4 cover. They returned a verdict of guilty. On hearing the verdict, Tod Franklin 
broke down completely , admitting that the events had been substantially as tne jury believed. He is now 
serving a lite sentence.

"Hell steal anything" that isn't nailed downt*~~ 
Who hasn't heard that expression! Ifs a true one 
— the natural born thief will take things that have 
absolutely no value to him, just for the sake of 
stealing. Recently a thief stole several dozen shoes 
from a Salomon's car ,— all left shoes, samples! 



One of the most fantastic thefts in the annals of crime 
was committed by three men, named Smith, Wright and 
Walker. Under the pretext of chartering a steamer, 
"The Ferret", from a London shipping company — to be 
used in a 6-month's cruise, a business venture — the 
three thieves set up a phony company to furnish refer* 
ences, opened a bank account' for the- same purpose, 
immediately withdrawing the money when the steamer 
was rented to them. With supplies they got in a similar 
fraudulent manner the three men and their crew took 
the Ferret to sea, altered the appearance of some of the 
superstructure, painted her a different color, gave her a 
different name, and entered into world trade. They 
bought coffee in Brazil with bilfs-of-lading they printed 
on their own presses aboard ship, sold the unpaid for 
coffee in Europe, and so continued for a year, changing 
the ship's appearance, renaming it, and buying goods 
for which they never paid. They were caught in 
Australia when a custom's officer recognized the ship's 
silhouette as she lay at anchor in Sydney Harbor! 



There was a more gruesome aspect to the thefts 
committed by two Scottish men named Hare and 
Burke. They robbed new graves to supply ca- 
davers for a certain medical school in Edinburgh, 
When digging in cemeteries proved too much 
work for the small pay, the two ghouls pro- 
vided corpses by murdering perfectly healthy 
citizens. Receiving the bodies of legitimately 
dead people was within the law — but the 
school authorities became suspicious and noti- 
fied the police when it became apparent that 
one corpse was ready-made. Trapped in the act, 
the two were arrested, tried for murder. Hare 
turned state's evidence in exchange for a lesser 
sentence, and admitted that they had murdered 
T6 people in less than a year, Burke was found 
guilty and hangedl 

One time, in Chicago, some thieves really cleaned up. They stole 150 bath- 
tubs from in front of an apartment house that was being built. Someone 
stole a ten-ton steam roller from a road paving firm in Miami. And just to 
prove once more that a born thief will steal anything — one such individual 
made off with a three-quarter ton monument from a town in New York 
Statel 



* A master thief named 
'Adam Worth stole a 
Gainsborough painting 
from a gallery in Bond 
Street, London. He re- 
turned to America with 
the art treasure — but it 
did him no good. The 
painting was too famous 
to be disposed of. After 
twenty-five years, Worth 
returned thejsainting to 
its owners!
